DECISION OF THE SUPREME COURI. 

Orrawa, Ill, June 18.—[Special.]|—The fol- 
lowing is the conclusion of the opinion of the 
Supreme Court: *‘The case being considered 
has many features in common with the North 
Chicago Railway Company vs. Lake View, 105 
Ilis., 207. In that case it was clearly conceded

| The Life of F. D. Maurice. | 

Several years before his death, Mr. Maurice 
said to his son, afterwards his biographer, that 

“No man’s life ought to be published till twen- 

ty years after his deatn.” The son, in publish- 

ing his father’s life only twelve years after his 
death, bas done wisely. The story of that life, 
so abounding in literary activity and so full of 
good fruits, is none too soon given to the 
some of his opinions upon questions of religion 
and of reform provoked time has so far allayed 
that his life and work can now be fairly judged, 

The age in which Mr. Maurice lived was marked 

by usrest, skepticism, and controversy in the 

theological world, and by intense agitation 
in the sphere of_political and social reform. 

Both asa theological writer and as a reformer 

Mr. Maurice was a prominent figure in his day. 

In both characters, too, he made his in- 

fluence lly felt. The story of his life, 

which is told chiefly in his ietters, ia, therefore, 
one of great interest and of permanent value. 

The opening chapters of this biography con- 
tain one of the most interesting portions of the 
whole history. It is the story of the rejection, 
first by the sisters, then by the mother of 

Maurice, and then by Maurice himself of the 

faith in which they had been educated. 

Michael Maurice, the father of Frederick Deni- 

son, was a Unitarian minister who held strong- 

ly to) the faith of the body with which he was 
identified. It was his sad and bitter experience 
to bave all his family, one after another, abjure 
his faith and withdraw from the church in 
which he ministered. The first ones to take 
this step were his daughters, Elizabeth and

This is a life of Marcus Aurelius by Paul Bar- 
ron Watson, of Cambridge, Mass. It is the 
first life of Aurglius ever written in English

Marcus Aurelius was born at Rome A. D. 121. 
In his early life he was Marcus Annius 
Verus. The appellation Aurelius was assumed 
several years later. His family was of Spanish 
lineage. His father, Annius'Verus, belonged 
to the Roman Patricians. The Empire was then 
at the zenith of its glory; but the seeds 


of its dissolution were @ready growing, 


and soon developed into widespread causes of 
weakness and decline. These were, the infiu- 
ence of the vast military ¢stablishment in 
diminishing population; the consequent lack 
of money; the necessity of establishing legates 
in the provinces, with almost supreme power; 
and the resulting assumption of despotic power 
by the Emperors, which became an acknow!l- 
edged necessity. High honors were conferred 
hy the Emperor Hadrian upon Marcus when he 
was yet a child; but. he maintained his quict 
and unpretending simplicity of character. He 
was educated under private instructors, and 
developed a great love of study, especiaily in 
the department of phi ‘ ; 
Marcus was still a youth w Hadrian nom- 
inated Commodus, a called L. ALlius 
Verus, to be his successor. But Commodus 
lived afterwards oniy eighteen months, and 
Hadrian was again called upon to name a suc- 
cessor.

them from the East, and the story of the first 
period of the war with the Marcomanni—a 
wandering tribe that excited a rebeilion in the 
province along the Danube. In this connec- 
tion the virtues of Marcus are exhibited in 
strong contrast with the luxurious babits and 
gross indulgences of Lucias Verus, who 
achieved no true honor in his lifetime, and who 
died in 169, to the real relief of the Empire. 

After the close of the second period of the 
war with the Marcomanni Marcus Aurelius 
made a journey to the East, with the purpose 
of allaying uneasiaess in some of the discon- 
tented provinces. In thishe seems to bave 
been ominently euccessful. Meanwhile he 
took occasion to extend his phbiiosophical 
studies, and afforded special evidences of his 
religious spirit. 

After the end of the third and last conflict 
with the Marcomanni Marcus Aurelius seems 
to have completed his work entitled ** The 
Thoughts,” which was written tor a moral pur- 
pose, and to which his chief fameisdue. Mr. 
Watson gives a synopsis of the “ Thoughts”’ in 
his sixth chapter, which will be read, by those 
who are not familiar with the work itself, with 
deep interest. 

* The 17th of March, 180," says our author, 
“Marcus Aurelius breathed his last, being 
then in the 509th year of his age and the twen- 
tieth of his reign. His death, according to the 
expression of Dion Cassius, marks the point at 
which the Roman worid sank from the Golden 
to the Iron Age.” His death occurred before 
his return from the war with the Marcomanni; 
and his remains were carried to Rome, and in- 
terred there. 

The closing chapter is occupied with ** The 
Attitude of Marcus Aurelius Towards Chris- 
tianity,”’ against which he was a declared en- 
emy. He was among the persecuting Emper- 
ors, although, as our author shows, he 
did not laws against 
the Christians, and the vio- 
lent spirit of persecution that often led 
to outbreaks among the peopie that trans cend- 
ed the rescript of an. é insisted that no 
Christian should be sought by the authorities 
for persecution, and that no one recanting 
should be punished. About one hundred mar- 
tyrdoms were suffered under his reign at 
Rome and in the provinces. Mr. Watson is 
undoubtedly correct in maintaining that Mar- 
cus Aurelius was moderate in his opposition to 
Christianity compared with some other Em- 
perors. But it will be questioned by many 
whether he does not too far apologize for the 
course of Marcus ia relation to the Christians. 
He contends that the Christians were bad sub- 
jects and openly hostile to the Empire; but his 


only proofs are that they refused to worship* 


the Pagan gods, and that they asserted that the 
final destruction of the Empire was preaicted. 
He also alleges. as an apology for the hostility 
of Marcus, that the Christians were divided 
into mutually opposing and bitterly conflicting 
sects, who excommunicated one another, agree- 
ing only in their batred of the popular idolatry. 
But, so far as thie was true, it would seem to 
have lessened danger of any united con- 
spiracy on the of the Christians against 
the Empire, which Marcus could not have been 
slow to perceive. Besides, our author acknowt- 
edges that Marcus was a superstitious suppert- 
er of the Pagan mythology and worship, which 
was no doubt his chief reason for arraying bis
